FORTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT

May it please Your Excellency: 

We have the honour to lay before you the Forty-second Annual 
Report on the condition anil management of the Dublin Hospitals 
which receive Parliamentary grants, and which were duly 
inspected by us during the year ending 31st March, 1900. 

These are : — 

1. Westmorland Look Hospital. 

2. The Houso of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

a. Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

h. Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’s Hospital. 

4. Meath Hospital and County Dubliu Infirmary 

5. Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. The Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital ; and 

9. Royal Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion 

of the Concordatum Fund. 

While making these inspections and on other occasions, we 
have conferred with the Medical Officers and Governors respect- 
ing the general administration of each hospital. The several 
departments were carefully examined to ascertain if they were 
in good order, and if the necessary attention had been bestowed 
on the patients, and due provision made for their comforts. 

We desire to acknowledge the good-will with which we have 
been met by the governing bodies and officials, who have facilitated 
the fullest and most complete investigation. 
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Forty-second Report of the Board of Dublin Hospitals. 

We reorefc that epidemic illness and diseases of the respiratory 
oreans prevailed so extensively during the past year, that the 
resources of these hospitals have been subjected to a severe 

^We endeavoured on several occasions to impress on the authori- 
ties the advisability of observing the strictest economy consistent 
with the humane care and skilful treatment of the sick poor, 
and as far as possible to afford means for the promotion of medical 

and surgical science. . , , . . 

W ■ have reason to believe that the clinical teaching continues 
to be~as vigorous and successful as in the most prosperous days 

° f We^ventured in previous reports to advocate in connection 
with these hospitals a Central Pathological and Bacteriological 
Institution, such as exists in the principal centres on the Conti- 
nent and which would be devoted to the examination of morbid 
specimens, and to the investigation of the most recent methods of 
elucidating doubtful zymotic diseases and local epidemics.. We 
consider this subject to be worthy of more attention than it has 
hitherto received, and if effect could be given to this scheme, 
it would constitute a most essential adjunct to the Dublin Medical 
School, the welfare of which tends iD no small degree to the 
material prosperity of the city. There can be no doubt that the 
state of public health in many Irish towns, and more especially 
in Dublin, will afford a bacteriologist an ample field for his 
investigations. 

The various statistical and other tables m Appendixes will be 
found similar in character to those that have hitherto appeared 
in regular annual sequence, but at the same time indicative of the 
relative changes and results in the operation of the different 
institutions. It will be seen that the number of patients admitted 
to general hospitals and the number discharged is considerable 
in proportion to the average number of inmates, which shows 
that the average period under treatment is not exces- 
sive. In some the mortality has been rather high ; but this 
does not indicate inefficiency, for a general hospital which has no 
mortality would imply the admission of patients affected with 
conditions which hardly justify hospital treatment. 

On the 1st of April, 1899, there remained 992 patients in these 
hospitals under the supervision of our Board. 

The number admitted during the year was 12,644, making the 
whole number under treatment 18,636, of whom 11,963 left the 
wards either cured or relieved, or were discharged for other 
causes, and 752 died. 

Nine hundred and twenty-one remained under treatment in 
these hospitals on the 31st March, 1900. 

Exclusive of incurables, the mortality was 5'52 per cent, on 
12,654 eases — estimated on the numbers who have been discharged 
or who have died, or whose cases have consequently been treated 
to a termination. 

The total daily average number of beds occupied in thue 
hospitals throughout the year was 1025'39,

Lock Hospital. 

On the day of inspection there were ninety-one adults and five 
children under treatment. 

Satisfactory replies were given to us by those whom we inter- 
rogated as to the care bestowed on them by the attendants. 

The diet is excellent, and the patients, who had full op- 
portunity of speaking to us, are satisfied with the food they get. 

The wards and corridors were clean and kept in order, the 
bedding tidy, well arranged, and sufficient. 

We were pleased to find that the old tin japanned dressing- 
trays formerly in use have recently been replaced by porcelain 
lined ware, more capable of being properly cleaned. We also 
observed an apparatus for boiling surgical instruments previous 
to use, and since our inspection we have been informed that 
the. Board, have authorised the Visiting Surgeons to obtain a 
sterilizer for preparing aseptic dressings, and they have also 
sanctioned the jiurchase of a modern gynaecological couch for the 
operation and examination room, which are matters of great 
importance in carrying out antiseptic treatment. 

An apparatus for disinfecting patients’ clothes previous to their 
bemg stored would prove a valuable addition to the equipment 
ot the. hospital, and we have no doubt this matter will receive 
attention from the Governors. 

We have learned that each Visiting Surgeon is now given 
the privilege ot appointing one qualified clinical clerk, subject 
to the approval of the Board of Governors, to hold office for a 
period not to exceed six months from the date of appointment.

We regal'd this as an important step in the right direction, 
as it not only facilitates useful notes of cases being kept, but 
it affords a valuable opportunity to some junior qualified medical 
men of acquiring a knowledge of a special class of diseases which 
cannot be studied in Dublin during the undergraduate course. 

We noted that each ward was supplied with a proper number 
of towels for the use of patients, and those unable to perform 
ablution in the lavatories are attended by the ward nurse, who 
is responsible for their personal cleanliness. 

Wc found the store-rooms and culinary departments well 
arranged, the provisions of good quality, and the cooking satis- 
factory. A dining-hall lias recently been provided for the nurses, 
which adds much to their comfort. The baths were in good 
order, and of porcelain ware, with the exception of two in the 
basement, which were of an old pattern, and requiring 
renovation. 

We have ascertained that no applicant affected by syphilis in 
any form has been refused admission during the past year, but 
we regretted again to learn that patients do not avail themselves 
of this hospital until their disease has become aggravated or 
confirmed by delay or neglect, and. unfortunately, they too 
frequently demand their discharge when only convalescent and 
incompletely cured. 

Having regard to the number of soldiers who are constantly 
incapacitated in Dublin from venereal disease, it is apparent that 
it is of tlie greatest importance to the State that this hospital 
should be liberally and efficiently maintained. 

With regard to the general management, we have nothing to 
add to our former Reports, and we continue to place great 
confidence in the ability and zeal of the Governors. The Matron 
deserves commendation for the tact she displays in maintaining 
discipline, and for the practical interest she takes in the dis- 
charge of her duties. 

There were 72 patients in this Institution on the 1st April, 
1899 ; 473 were admitted, and 13 infants were born in the 
house during the year, 478 were discharged ; 8 died ; and 72 
remained on the 31st March, 1900. 

The mortality was l'G'4 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 49'72 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 77TG. 

Steevens’s Hospital. 

This hospital appeared to be conducted satisfactorily, and 
with care and great consideration for the sick. 

The wards and corridors were clean and well-ventilated, and 
the beds and hed-ciothes were tidy. 

We examined the food for the patients, and found it of good 
quality and well cooked. 

As usual we interrogated the patients as to the care bestowed 
on them by the attendants and night nurses, and are glad t® 
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report that the replies were satisfactory. So far as we can 
judge, the nursing in this hospital is characterised by enemy 
skill, and devotion. 

The Nurses’ Home recently erected within the grounds of 
the hospital lias been finished, although not quite furnished. 
It affords accommodation for fifty nurses and probationers, and 
has an excellent dining-hall, and a cheerful, well-furnished 
sitting-room, supplied with suitable literature. 

There are separate quarters provided for those attending 
infectious cases. The occupation of this house will increase the 
capacity of the hospital wards, and, by having the nurses and 
probationers removed from the main building, will thus afford 
ample provision for the isolation of patients affected by septic 
conditions, or offensive cases likely to contaminate the air of a 
general ward. We continue to be of opinion that every facility 
should be afforded for training nurses, but that great care should 
be taken that the funds of the hospital should not be expended 
for that purpose, except for the required service of the medical 
and surgical wards. It is said that a much larger staff of nurses 
can now be maintained for out-nursing, and that the profits 
derived from their earnings will increase the income of the 
hospital. We are of opinion that this department should be 
specially under separate management, and its funds disbursed 
apart from the accounts of the hospital. 

On the 1st April, 1899, 120 patients remained in hospital; 
1,446 were admitted during the year ; 1,367 were discharged ; 
69 died ; and 130 remained at the close of the year. 

The mortality was 4-40 per cent, on the total treated to a 
termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 27-3G 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 123'34. 

The Meatii Hospital. 

This hospital continues to maintain its high position, and to 
deserve the confidence felt by the public in its administration. 

We found the food of good quality and well cooked, and 
everything that was seen gave evidence that the wants of the 
patients were carefully attended to, and that they were kindly 
treated. 

As in other hospitals, we did not fail to inquire into the ward 
management to ascertain that ventilation and heating were 
efficient ; and that the floors were either stained or waxed, or 
well scrubbed; and that cleanliness was scrupulously carried 
out in all details. We examined the linen to ascertain if it were 
properly washed and aired, and if an accurate inventory of the 
several articles were entered in a stock book kept by the Sister 
in charge of each ward. We inspected the water-closets, lava- 
tories, baths, and slop sinks to ascertain if they were in good 
order, and if the excreta from the sick were properly removed 
from the wards, and that the arrangements for emptying and 
rinsing spit cups and ward utensils were satisfactory.

The very efficient nursing staff under the Lady Superintendent 
continues to deserve the commendation given in our previous 

^We were much pleased with the pharmaceutical department, 
where everything appeared well arranged We recommend that 
each hospital should be provided, as this is, with emergency 
appliances always ready, together with the necessary antidotes 
and hypodermic remedies, either in solution, or preferably in 
form of tabloids, with directions at hand to aid the memory m 
the event of a case of poisoning being brought to the hospital 

On making inquiries, we were sorry to. be informed that the 
soiled linen from the wards is sent down in the same hydraulic 
lift which is also used for the food. We have already pointed 
out in previous reports that all soiled clothes from the wards 
should be removed in zinc-lined baskets. 

The accounts appear to be carefully and accurately 

^There were 112 patients in this hospital at the commencement 
of the year; 1,334 were admitted; 1,260 discharged; 72 died; 
and 114 remained on the 31st March, 1!)00. 

The mortality was 5'40 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 30'38 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 105'74. 



Cork STREET. 

The general impression left on our minds after inspecting this 
institution was favourable, and we consider that its management 
is conducted in an enlightened, progressive, and successful 
manner. 

We ascertained that there are thirteen different sections of the 
hospital, each being isolated, including one set apart for the 
reception and treatment of patients suffering from diphtheria. 

We have also learned that, owing to the pressure for hospital 
accommodation during the severe measles epidemic, corre- 
spondence with the Public Health Committee led the Managing 
Committee to believe that their proposition to increase the 
accommodation of the institution, both at Cork-street and at 
their Convalescent Home, Beneavin, would be adopted by the 
Corporation ; and in anticipation an annex to the iron house 
was erected, providing twenty extra beds. This accommodation, 
however, we regret to say, has not been availed of by the 
sanitary authorities. 

The Managing Committee, being now nearly £4,500 indebted 
to the bank, and being unable to obtain payment for numbers of 
patients sent in from the South Dublin District, were reluctantly 
obliged to close many beds in order to safeguard their financial 
position, the consequence being that at the time of our visit there 
was accommodation for over 100 additional patients which could 
not be used for want of funds. 
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We were pleased to find that the arrangements for conveying 
the soiled linen to the laundry has been remodelled ; it is now 
removed daily from the landings in covered tins. 

The Resident Medical Officer, Dr. Day, has informed us that 
the private staff of nurses trained in this hospital were laro-ely 
availed of in the various unions throughout the country where 
fever broke out from time to time. J 

There is an efficient disinfecting chamber in use for purifyinv 
the clothes of fever patients, thus lessening the chances of infee° 
tion being disseminated when the patients return to their own 
homes. 

At the commencement of the year, 151 patients remained 
in the hospital; 2,781!. were admitted; 2,478 were discharged • 
328 died; and 131 remained on the 31st March, 1900. 

The mortality was 11'61 per cent, on those treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied, including Bcneavin 
Convalescent House, was 187‘69, and the time spent in hospital 
by each patient averaged 2S'26 days. 



House of Industry Hospitals. 

We carefully examined the several departments of this insti- 
tution, and found that order and cleanliness were well attended 
to. We satisfied ourselves as to the quality of the hospital diets 
and extras ; and that the returns and vouchers in connection with 
their expenditure were carefully and accurately kept. The con- 
dition in which the patients were found throughout the three 
hospitals was in every respect satisfactory. The nursing service 
is carried out skilfully, efficiently, and with a zeal which merits 
much praise. 

We inspected with pleasure the new Richmond Hospital, 
which is fast approaching completion, and which is to take the 
place of the existing one in North Brunswick-street ; all the 
arrangements appeared to us to be planned for the welfare of the 
patients and in accordance with the most advanced views of what 
a surgical hospital ought to be. It is built ou the pavilion prin- 
ciple, having a central official or administrative block, with 
pavilion wards on each side, connected by corridors to the central 
building, There are four well- ventilated and lighted wards for 
men and women, to contain fourteen beds each, with ample cubic 
and superficial floor space for each bed. There are also in addi- 
tion children’s wards, and separation wards for special cases, 
Sisters’ rooms, ward kitchens, linen rooms, and sanitary annexes 
of the most approved plans. The verandah leading from the 
wards on each landing will prove a great acquisition to the 
patients.

A hydraulic lift is to be provided for patients, and a smaller 
one for the food. 

We were much pleased with the arrangements of the operating 
theatre, which is attached to the central block facing the north, 
with anaesthetic and sterilizing rooms adjoining. This depart- 
ment is so constructed that the whole space shall be thoroughly 
aseptic. The students’ galleries are of white marble, the floors 
of terrazzo, the walls of glazed brick, and the ceilings of Parian 
cement. Indeed, so far as we can judge, nothing has been omitted 
to ensure that operations in future may be performed under the 
most favourable conditions. 

The detached Nurses’ Home, with both single and associated 
bedrooms, together with dining and sitting-rooms, will add much 
to the comfort of the nurses and probationers. 

It is intended that the buildings throughout shall be lighted 
by electric light, which is safer, healthier-, cleaner, and cooler than 
gas. When this hospital is finally finished, the medical gentle- 
men aud the governors who have directed its development, and the 
eminent architects, Messrs. Carroll and Batchelor, who have de- 
signed and supervised the work, may all feel proud. We are 
glad to learn that it is proposed to name one wing of the new 
hospital the Weir Wing, in memory of the generous donation to 
the hospital made by Sir Wiliinm Findlater, James Merry, Esq., 
and G. Bell, Esq., the executors of the late James Weir, Esq. So 
far as we can learn, the clerical duties in connection with this insti- 
tution are discharged in a very efficient manner, and all returns 
required by this Board have been promptly and accurately 
furnished. 



Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

Fifty-nine patients remained in Hardwielce Hospital on 1st 
April, 1899 ; 958 were admitted during the year ; 866 were 
discharged ; 125 died, giving a mortality of i2'(i on the total 
treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 60'77, and the time spent in Hospital by each under treat- 
ment 23’68 days. 



Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

On the 1st April, 1890, 44 patients remained in Whitworth 
Hospital; 610 were admitted; 581 were discharged; 35 died, 
giving a mortality of 5-68 per cent, on the total number of cases 
treated to a termination. 

The average^ daily number of beds occupied was 38-46, and 
the time spent in hospital by each under treatment 20-17 days. 
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Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

There were 57 patients in Richmond Hospital when the year 
commenced; 727 were admitted; 088 were discharged; 35 died, 
giving a mortality of 4'84 per cent, on the total treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 53-45, and the 
time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 21-32 days. 



Rotunda. 

The management of this hospital appears to be conducted with 
great care and remarkable ability, and no effort seems to be 
wanting to make it fulfil its purpose in a successful manner. On 
inspection we found the wards well ventilated, bright, and 
cheerful, the sheets and blankets were clean, and the bedding 
well looked after. 

We ascertained that the nurses perform their duties with 
intelligence and fidelity, and the patients receive every care and 
attention. 

The cooking appliances were sufficient, and the several articles 
of food which we examined were of good quality. 

Many minor matters in the way of painting and renovation are 
under consideration of the Governors, which, we have no doubt, 
will soon be earned out. 

Pupils come from all parts of the United Kingdom, from the 
Colonies, America, and other foreign countries, to avail them- 
selves of the educational teaching in this hospital. The account 
books were examined, and appeared to be kept with care and 
precision, which reflects much credit on the Secretary. 

On the 1st April, 1899, there were 40 patients in the labour 
wards ; 1,908 were admitted during the year ; 292 were discharged 
not having been delivered ; 8 died ; and 50 remained in the 
hospital at the end of the year. 

Thirty patients remained in the auxiliary or chronic depart- 
ment on the 1st April, 1899 ; 527 were admitted ; 532 were 
discharged ; 10 died in the year ended 31st March, 1900, and 15 
then remained 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour cases was 27-25, and that by the chronic class 
was 43-42. 

The timespent in hospital by labour casesaveraged S'33 days, and 
that by the chronic class was 18'34. The mortality in the labour 
wards, deducting the non-parturient cases, was 049 per cent., and 
that of the chronic class 1-84 per cent. 
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Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

Ob tlie occasion of our visit to this hospital, we inquired closely 
into the various matters connected with its management. We 
were gratified by the order, regularity, and cleanliness which pre- 
vailed in the several departments. 

The patients were treated with all the care and attention which 
their condition requires. 

The structural defects of this hospital we have on former 
occasions adverted to, and the need for a properly constituted 
operating theatre is apparent. 

We were, however, pleased to be informed of the large number 
of successful major gynaecological operations performed during 
the year, which demonstrates that this success depends more on 
crood management, and the adoption of the most thorough asepsis 
than on the character of the building. 

The extern maternity forms a prominent feature in the working 
of the institution, and provides attendances annually to a large 
number of lying-in cases, and thus affords medical students a 
wide field to become practically acquainted with this important 
branch of the profession. 

During the past year 1,200 labour cases were attended at their 
own homes, with only one death occurring; the morbidity among 
these patients also has been extremely low. 

We were pleased to be informed that a considerable sum of 
money has been allotted to the hospital out of the residue of the 
estate of the late James Weir, which will enable the Guardians 
and Directors to carry into effect the improvements and altera- 
tions which are in contemplation, and which will, no doubt, 
increase the usefulness of the hospital, and justify the expendi- 
ture which may be involved. 

Owing to the generosity of the Countess of Meath, a com- 
modious house in the vicinity of the hospital has been secui’ed in 
perpetuity, which is to be set apart as a nursing home in connec- 
tion with the hospital. 

We suggest for the consideration of the Guardians and Directors 
the expediency of constructing in a su itable position a disinfecting 
chamber for purifying, when deemed necessary, the clothes and 
bedding of patients. 

On the 1st April, 1899, there were 22 patients in the labour 
wards ; 395 were admitted during the year ; 1 was discharged 
not having been delivered ; 2 died ; and 7 remained in the 
hospital at the end of the year. 

Eleven remained in the auxiliary or chronic department on 
the 1st April, 1899; 207 were admitted ; 200 discharged; 7 died 
in the year ended 31st March, 1900, and 11 then remained. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour cases was 12'89, and that by the chronic class 
was 13'81. 
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The time spent in hospital by the labour cases averaged 11-29 
days, and that by the chronic class 23T9 days. 

The mortality in the labour wards, deducting the non-parturient 
class, was 0 48 per cent., and that of the chronic class 3-38 per 
cent. 1 



The Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital. 

This institution, comprising St. Mark’s and the National Eye 
and Ear Infirmary, was carefully inspected by us on the 13th 
February, and we are glad to report that it bears evidence of 
being conducted with care and ability. 

It confers much benefit on the poor, and the renown of its 
clinical teaching attracts a large class of students. It is how- 
ever, apparent that the structural defects of the buildings, and 
the want of proper space for the number of patients, limit to a 
great extent the sphere of its usefulness. Although no death 
has occurred during the yeai-, overcrowding and imperfect 
ventilation must lower the vitality of patients, retard their 
recovery, and often hazard the result of surgical operations. 
We were glad, however, to be informed that the Council of the 
Hospital have selected a site with ample space on the Adelaide- 
road for the erection of the new hospital, which will conduce 
much to economy and efficiency of management. 

On the 1st April, 1899, 61 patients were in hospital ; 1,205 
were admitted during the year; 1,207 were discharged; and 59 
then remained. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 74 ; and the time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
22'61 days. 

No death occurred in the hospital during the year. 

The Royal Hospital for Incurables. 

We consider that the greatest credit is due to the Governors 
for their unceasing energy in maintaining this admirable 
institution, which affords a refuge to a large and suffering class 
of patients, who are excluded by the nature of their ailments 
from admission to other hospitals. 

The greatest pains appear to be taken to make the wards, as 
far as possible, home-like and comfortable. We found the 
rations of good quality, and the kitchen accommodation and 
cooking utensils sufficient and in order. 

The linen supply is ample and in order, and we have 
ascertained that the articles removed to the laundry from the 
cancer and consumption wards are steeped and washed separately, 
and apart from the general linen. 

As the apparatus lor heating the building continued to give 
unsatisfactory results, the Governors had resolved to erect a new 
system of heating, and supplying the hospital with hot water. 
This will involve an expenditure of over £1,100. 
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Radiators have already been fixed in two wards which have 
proved most efficient, and the additional heat generated has been 
much appreciated by the patients. 

We noted that the present accommodation was quite inadequate 
for the increased staff of nurses and wardmaids, but have since 
been informed that a sub-committee of Governors was appointed 
to inquire into this matter, and as it was found that the cost 
which would be involved in carrying out this scheme could only 
be provided by a large inroad on the capital of the hospital, it 
was deemed more prudent to defer the consideration of it for six 
months. 

Two hundred and thirteen remained in Hospital on the 
1st of April, 1899 ; 55 were admitted ; 8 were discharged, resigned 
or went out on pension; 53 died during the year; and 207 
remained on the 31st March, 1900. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 28276 
days. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 207'41.
